to the church. > Fifteen by bap- 
tism, two by relation from the 
tierman Baptist, and there are 
two that are yet to be baptized. 
There were eleven members at 
Prattville previous to this meet- 
ing, but they were unorganized, 
and almost discouraged. So on 
last Saturday at 2 p. m., we call- 
ed them together aud organized 
them into a class, which shall be 
known hereafter as the 'Pratt- 
ville Brethren Church.' Thirty- 
one names were enrolled, in- 
cluding Bro. Jacob tiipe aud 
wife ol near Walirou, Mich., and 
Sister Orpha Keiler, of Alverd- 
tou, Ohio. Bro. Klley Matthews 
and Bro. John Kaiser were elect- 
ed deacons, and installed into 
office by prayer and laying on of 
bauds. Bro. Fred Farnhaui was 
elected clerk, aud Bro. Rule Fi«k, 
treasurer. 

We also, at the lame time, or- 
ganized a Sunday School, by 
electing the following officers : 
Superintendent, Bro. Billey 
Matthews ; Assistant Bro. Jake 
Kaiser; Secretary, Sister Laura 
Reiser : Treasurer, Bro. John 
Cusino ; Librarians, Sister Eva 
Eipp and Bro. $r. Sheanour. 
About ten dollars has been al- 
ready couth bated by our breth- 
ren and friends, to buy literature 
tor the Bchool, and everything 
eeenje to indicate that they will 
have an interesting and prosper- 
ous Sunday School at Prattville 
the coming summer. The ma- 
jority ot those who united with 
us during this meeting are from 
the best families of Prattville 
and vicinity, and in age they 
range trom thirteen to seven ty - 
two. 

The Congregational church has 
been trie leading church in Pratt- 
ville for some time, and they are 
uncompromisingly opposed to 
aud prejudiced against the doc 
trine ot the Brethren church. 
They had just closed a long series 
of meetings before we com- 
menced, without making a single 
convert. And no sooner did 
they see that our meetings was' 
growing in interest and that good 
Was likely to be accomplished 
than they began to oppose, and 
even to interrupt oar service. 
I then told them from the pulpit 
that if they attended our service 
that they must respect our rights 
as a church or they would be 
dealt with according to the law 
of the state of Michigan. This 
stopped them from interrupting 
our services, but as I had preach- 
ed a course of doctrinal sermons 
which' was very odious to them, 
they determined to have revenge. 
So they got their minister to 
preach a sermon against the doc- 
trine ot the Brethren church, 
and that too, right in the midet 
of oar meeting. Well, our breth- 
ren attended, and so did I, and 
at the close of hie discourse, 
which was only a tirade of abuse 
and misrepresentations, I arose 
and announced to the audience 
that in two evenings thereafter I 
would give a reply to bis dis- 
course, in which I would show 
the fallacy of hie assertions. This 
created quite a breeze, aeit came 
very unexpectedly to both min- 
ister and audience. At the ap- 
pointed time I gave my reply to 


an overflowing house, and at the 
close I told them that if they 
were not satisfied I was ready 
and willing to defend the truth 
in a public discussion.

4. The representation of the church 
to tlie Annual conventions shall be 
regulated by the decisions of the Na- 
tional Convention of Ashland, Sept 21 , 
IBS7. 

B. Any member of the Brethren 
church in good standing lay or minis- 
ter, malb or female, shall lie eligible to 
this convention.

E. Wampler, B F, S.vinehart. 

As Chairman ot this commit 
tee I expect to make a personal 
appeal to every church and pas 
tor in Ohio to have iheirchurcb 
es fully represented at the com- 
ing Ann.ua!

Again, I urge upon 
every paBior iu the State of Ohio 
to preach a missionary sermon 
to his congregation, and in every 
way possible aid our solicitors in 
gathering fund? tor II, M. pur- 
poses, aud le.t every church tbua
